Ability of Automobile Drivers 


Special laboratory tests designed 


to determine a chauffeur's ability to 
drive safely and given under condi- 
tions 
making 
it 
unnecessary 
to 


jeopardize lives and property, have 
been devised by Dr. Morris S. Viteles, 
of the University of Pennsylvania's 
Department of Psychology. 


The tests do not cover the elemen- 


tary mechanical details of automobile 
operation, but are said to measure 
with maximum of accuracy a chauf- 
feur's judgment of speed and dis- 


, tance, his 
ability to 
think and act 


quickly and 
intelligently, 
and his 


' coolness in emergencies. 
' 


A large taxicab company, after ex- 


perimenting with the tests, has adopt- 
ed them as part of the regular exami- 
nation for prospective employes, while 
others, interested 
in safe 
driving, 


have approved the tests. 


The principal apparatus used are a 


miniature electric railway, a pro- 
jectmg camera, a' signal light system 


and a "driver's seat" flanked by levers 
approximating those 
used 
in con- 


trolling the mechanism of an auto- 
mobile. 


The first phase of the test involves 


the operation 
of two cars on the ' 


electric railway. 
One car runs con- ' 


tinuously at varying rates of speed, 
From his "driver's seat," which com- ' 
mands a view of the 
entire railway 


system, the person 
taking the test 


operates a small lever which control 
the movements of the second car. 
The tracks are so constructed that the 
paths of the two cars are certain to 
cross at various intervals, and there 
are a number of sharp turns to be 
negotiated. 


The success with which the would-be 


chauffeur meets these traffic hazards i 
is measured by the judgment he shows { 
in stopping and starting the car he , 
controls and in increase and diminish- 
ing its speed. 


In the second phase of the test, the . 


driver, with certain 
hand 
and foot 


levers at his command, faces a battery 
of electrically controlled signals, all 
of which call for a 
different move- 


ment on his part. In the third phase, 
photographs picturing an automobile 
in various traffic situations are shown, 
and the drivei, assuming himself to 
be at the wheel of the car, indicates 
as rapidly as possible the course he 
would adopt under the circumstances. 


The signal light phase is designed to 


show a motor car driver's reaction to 
suddenly projected situations, while 
the series of photographs is employed 
to determine his reaction under actual 
driving conditions. 


Only six minutes is required to give 


the test. Before it is taken an appli- 
cant is given ample time to familiarize 
himself with the 
meaning of the 


various signals and the operation of 
the apparatus controlled fay him. 


Possibility of error in grading the 


subject of the test is said to be 
eliminated by the 
fact that every 


movement he makes is automatically 
recorded by impressions made on a 
roll of paper inserted in a recording 
machine.

Special Tests Designed to Test 
Ability of Automobile Drivers 


Special laboratory tests designed > 
to determine a chauffeur’s ability to 
drive safely and given under condi­ 
tions 
making 
it 
unnecessary 
to 
jeopardize lives 
and property, have 
been devised by Dr. Morris S. Vittles, 
of the University of Pennsylvania’s 
Department of Psychology. 
The tests do not cover the elemen­ 
tary mechanical details of automobile 
operation, but are said to measure 
with maximum of accuracy a chauf- 
feur’s judgment of speed and dis­ 
tance, his 
ability to 
think and act 
quickly and 
intelligently, 
and his 
coolness in emergencies. 
A large taxicab company, after ex­ 
perimenting with the tests, has adopt­ 
ed them as part of the regular exami-1 
nation for prospective employes, while 
others, interested 
in 
safe 
driving, 
have approved the tests. 
The principal apparatus used are a 
miniature electric railway, a pro­ 
jecting camera, a signal light system 


and a “driver’s seat” flanked by levers 
approximating those 
used 
in con­ 
trolling the mechanism of an auto­ 
mobile. 
The first phase of the test involves 
the operation of two cars on the 
electric railway. 
One car runs con­ 
tinuously at varying rates of speed. 
From his “driver’s seat,” which com­ 
mands a view of the entire railway 
system, the person 
taking the test 
operates a small lever which control 
the movements of the second car. 
The tracks are so constructed that the 
paths of the two cars are certain to 
cross at various intervals, and there 
are a number of sharp turns to be 
negotiated. 
The success with which the would-be 
chauffeur meets these traffic hazards 
is measured by the judgment he shows 
in stopping and starting the car he 
controls and in increase and diminish­ 
ing its speed. 
In the second phase of the test, the 


driver, with certain 
hand 
and foot J 
levers at his command, faces a battery, 
of electrically controlled signals, all 
of which call for a 
different move­ 
ment on his part. In the third phase, 
photographs picturing an automobile 
in various traffic situations are shown, 
and the driver, assuming himself to 
be at the wheel of the car, indicates1 
as rapidly as possible the course he' 
would adopt under the circumstances. 
The signal light phase is designed to 
show a motor car driver’s reaction to 
suddenly projected situations, while; 
the series of photographs is employed 1 
to determine his reaction under actual 
driving conditions. 
Only six minutes is required to give 
the test. Before it is taken an appli- j 
cant is given ample time to familiarize I 
himself with 
the meaning of the I 
various signals and the operation off 
the apparatus controlled by him. 
Possibility of error in grading the 
subject of the test is said to 
be 
eliminated by the 
fact 
that every 
movement he makes is automatically 
recorded by impressions made on a 
roll of paper inserted in a recording 
machine.
